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PREFACE 


THE Psalter Hymnal contains a version of each of the Psalms, together 
with special Psalm selections. This is in accord with the historic practice of 
the United Presbyterian Church and its purpose to exalt the Psalms in wor- 
ship. As provided for by overture, a number of hymns approved by the 
General Assembly are added. These were chosen after lengthy research in 
the field of hymnology and with regard to their doctrinal and literary quality. 
Their incorporation with the deeply devotional Psalms will enrich still further 
the praise ordinance of the Church, permitting Christian worshippers to give 
more abundant expression to the desires of their hearts. 

The musical settings are the fruit of laborious study, the tests applied 
being those of dignity, conformity to sentiment, and adaptation to popular 
use. Mr. Charles N. Boyd, of the Pittsburgh Musical Institute, has acted as 
expert musical editor, and much is owing to his professional skill and his pains- 
taking care. The Editorial Committee takes this opportunity to thank owners 
of copyrights who have granted free permission for the use of tunes or hymns. 

Together with the regular indexes, a topical index, analyzing and classi- 
fying the content of both Psalms and hymns, is provided. The Psalter Hymnal 
has been made more complete as a service book by the insertion of Responsive 
Readings and the Apostles’ Creed.

Be not therefore anxious, saying, 
What shall we eat? or, What shall we 
drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed? 


For after all these things do the 
Gentiles seek; for your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need 
of all these things.

And Jesus taught them many things 
in parables, and said unto them in His 
teaching, 


Hearken: Behold, the sower went 
forth to sow: 


And it came to pass, as he sowed, 
some seed fell by the wayside, and 
the birds came and devoured it. 


And other fell on the rocky ground, 
where it had not much earth; and 
Straightway it sprang up, because it 
had no deepness of earth:

And others are they that are sown 
among the thorns; these are they that 
have heard the word, 


And the cares of the world, and the 
deceitfulness of riches, and the lusts 
of other things entering in, choke 
the word, and it becometh unfruitful. 


And those are they that were sown 
upon the good ground; such as hear 
the word, and accept it, and bear 
fruit, thirtyfold, and sixtyfold, and a 
hundredfold. 


SELECTION 48 


Luke 1x 


And it came to pass, as Jesus was 
praying apart, the disciples were with 


Him: and He asked them, saying, Who - 


do the multitudes say that I am? 


And they answering said, John the 
Baptist; but others say, Elijah; and 
others, that one of the old prophets is 
risen again. 


And He said unto them, But who 
say ye that Iam? And Peter answer- 
ing said, The Christ of God. 


But He charged them, and com- 
manded them to tell this to no man; 


Saying, The Son of Man must suffer 
many things, and be rejected of the 
elders and chief priests and scribes, 
and be killed, and the third day be 
raised up. 


And He said unto all, If any man 
would come after Me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross daily, 
and follow Me. 


For whosoever would save his life 
shall lose it; but whosoever shall lose 
his life for My sake, the same shall 
save it. 


For what is a man profited, if he 
gain the whole world, and lose or 
forfeit his own self? 


For whosoever shall be ashamed of 
Me and of My words, of him shall the 
Son of Man be ashamed, when He 
cometh in His own glory, and the 
glory of the Father, and of the holy 
angels. 


But I tell you of a truth, There are 
some of them that stand here, who 
shall in no wise taste of death, till 
they see the kingdom of God. 


And it came to pass about eight days 
after these sayings, that He took with 
Him Peter and John and James, and 
went up into the mountain to pray. 


And as He was praying, the fashion 
of His countenance was altered, and 
His raiment became white and daz- 
zling. 


And behold, there talked with Him 
two men, who were Moses and Elijah; 


Who appeared in glory, and spake 
of His decease which He was about 
to accomplish at Jerusalem. 


Now Peter and they that were with 
him were heavy with sleep: but when 
they were fully awake, they saw His 
glory, and the two men that stood 
with Him. 


And it came to pass, as they were 
parting from Him, Peter said unto 
Jesus, Master, it is good for us to be 
here: and let us make three taber- 
nacles; one for Thee, and one for 
Moses, and one for Elijah: not knowing 
what he said.

And Jesus said, A certain man had 
two sons: and the younger of them said 
to his father, Father, give me the por- 
tion of thy substance that falleth to 
me. 


And he divided unto them his living. 


And not many days after, the 
younger son gathered all together and 
took his journey into a far country; 


And there he wasted his substance 
with riotous living. 


And when he had spent all, there 
arose a mighty famine in that country; 


And he began to be in want. 


And he went and joined himself to 
one of the citizens of that country; 


And he sent him into his fields to 
feed swine. 


And he would fain have filled his 
belly with the husks that the swine 
did eat: 


And no man gave unto him. 


But when he came to himself he said, 
How many hired servants of my 
father’s have bread enough and to 
spare, and I perish here with hunger! 


I will arise and go to my father, and 
will say unto him, Father, I have 
sinned against heaven, and in thy 
sight: 


; 445 


I am no more worthy to be called 
thy son: 


Make me as one of thy hired serv- 
ants. 


And he arose, and came to his father. 


But while he was yet afar off, his 
father saw him, and was moved with 
compassion, and ran, and fell on his 
neck, and kissed him. 


And the son said unto him, Father, 
I have sinned against heaven, and in 
thy sight: I am no more worthy to 
be called thy son. 


But the father said to his servants, 
Bring forth quickly the best robe, and 
put it on him; and put a ring on his 
hand, and shoes on his feet: 


And bring the fatted calf, and kill 
it, and let us eat, and make merry: 


For this my son was dead, and is 
alive again; he was lost, and is found. 


SELECTION 50 


John I 


In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God. 


The same was in the beginning 
with God. 


All things were made through Him; 
and without Him was not anything 
made that hath been made. 


In Him was life; and the life was 
the light of men. 


And the light shineth in the dark- 
ness; and the darkness apprehended 
it not. 


There came a man, sent from God, 
whose name was John. 


The same came for witness, that he 
might bear witness of the light, that 
all might believe through him. 
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He was not the light, but came that 
he might bear witness of the light. 


There was the true light, even the 
light which lighteth every man, com- 
ing into the world. 


He was in the world, and the world 
was made through Him, and the 
world knew Him not. 


He came unto His own, and they 
that were His own received Him not. 


But as many as received Him, to 
them gave He the right to become 
children of God, even to them that 
believe on His Name: 


Who were born, not of blood, nor of 
the will of the flesh, nor of the will of 
man, but of God. 


And the Word became flesh, and 
dwelt among us (and we beheld His 
glory, glory as of the Only Begotten 
from the Father), full of grace and 
truth. 


John beareth witness of Him, and 
crieth, saying, This was He of Whom 
. I said, He that cometh after me is be- 
come before me: for He was before me. 


For of His fulness we all received, 
and grace for grace. 


For the law was given through 
Moses; grace and truth came through 
_ Jesus Christ. 


No man hath seen God at any time; 
the only begotten Son, Who is in the 
bosom of the Father, He hath de- 
clared Him. 


SELECTION 51 


John 11 


Now there was a man of the Phari- 
sees, named Nicodemus, a ruler of the 
Jews: 


The same came unto Jesus by night, 
and said to Him, Rabbi, we know 


that Thou art a teacher come from 
God; for no one can do these signs 
that Thou doest, except God be with 
him. 


Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except 
one be born anew, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. 


Nicodemus saith unto Him, How 
can a man be born when he is old? 
can he enter a second time into his 
mother’s womb, and be born? 


Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except one be born of water 
and the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God. 


That which is born of the flesh is 
flesh; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit. 


Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born anew. 


The wind bloweth where it will, and 
thou hearest the voice thereof, but 
knowest not whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth: so is every one that 
is born of the Spirit. 


Nicodemus answered and said unto 
Him, How can these things be? 


Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Art thou the teacher of Israel, and 
understandest not these things? 


Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We 
speak that which we know, and bear 
witness of that which we have seen; 
and ye receive not our witness. 


If I told you earthly things and ye 
believe not, how shall ye believe if I 
tell you heavenly things? 


And no one hath ascended into 
heaven but He that descended out of 
heaven, even the Son of Man, Who is 
in heaven. 
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And as Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of Man be lifted up; 


‘That whosoever believeth may in 
Him have eternal life. 


For God so loved the world, that 
He gave His only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth on Him should 
not perish, but have eternal life. 


SELECTION 52 
John x 


Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that entereth not by the door into the 
fold of the sheep, but climbeth up 
some other way, the same is a thief 
and a robber. 


But he that entereth in by the door 
is the shepherd of the sheep. 


To him the porter openeth; and the 
sheep hear his voice: and he calleth 
his own sheep by name, and leadeth 
them out. 


When he hath put forth all his own, 
he goeth before them, and the sheep 
follow him: for they know his voice. 


And a stranger ‘will they not follow, 
but will flee from him: for they know 
not the voice of strangers. 


This parable spake Jesus unto 
them: but they understood not what 
things they were which He spake unto 
them. 


Jesus therefore said unto them 
again, Verily, verily, I say unto you, I 
am the door of the sheep. 


All that came before Me are thieves 
and robbers: but the sheep did not 
hear them. 


I am the door; by Me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved, and shall 
go in and go out, and shall find pasture. 
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The thief cometh not, but that he 
may steal, and kill, and destroy: I 
came that they may have life, and 
may have it abundantly. 


I am the good shepherd: the good 
shepherd layeth down his life for the 
sheep. 


He that is a hireling, and not a 
shepherd, whose own the sheep are 
not, beholdeth the wolf coming, and 
leaveth the sheep, and fleeth, and the 
wolf snatcheth them, and scattereth 
them: 


He fleeth because he is a hireling, 
and careth not for the sheep. 


I am the good shepherd; and I know 
Mine own, and Mine own know Me, 


Even as the Father knoweth Me, 
and I know the Father; and I lay down 
My life for the sheep. 


And other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold: them also I must 
bring, and they shall hear My voice: 
and they shall become one flock, one 
shepherd. 


SELECTION 53 


John x1v 


Let not your heart be troubled: 
believe in God, believe also in Me. 


In My Father’s house are many 
mansions; if it were not so, I would 
have told you; for I go to prepare a 
place for you. 


And if I go and prepare a place for 
you, I come again, and will receive 
you unto Myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also. 


And whither I go, ye know the way. 


Thomas saith unto Him, Lord, we 
know not whither Thou goest; how 
know we the way? 
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Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, 
and the truth, and the life: no one 
cometh unto the Father, but by Me. 


If ye had known Me, ye would have 
known My Father also: from hence- 
forth ye know Him, and have seen 
Him. 

Philip saith unto Him, Lord, show 
us the Father, and it sufficeth us. 


Jesus saith unto him, Have I been 
so long time with you, and dost thou 
not know Me, Philip? he that hath 
seen Me hath seen the Father; how 
sayest thou, Show us the Father? 


Believest thou not that I am in the 
Father, and the Father in Me? the 
words that I say unto you I speak not 
from Myself: but the Father abiding 
in Me doeth His works. 


Believe Me that I am in the Father, 
and the Father in Me: or else believe 
Me for the very works’ sake. 


Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that believeth on Me, the works that 
I do shall he do also; and greater 
works than these shall he do; because 
T go unto the Father. 


And whatsoever ye shall ask in My 
Name, that will I do, that the Father 
may be glorified in the Son. 


If ye shall ask anything in My 
Name, that will I do. 


If ye love Me, ye will keep My com- 
mandments. 


And I will pray the Father, and 
He shall give you another Comforter, 
that He may be with you for ever, 


Even the Spirit of truth: Whom the 
world cannot receive; for it beholdeth 
Him not, neither knoweth Him: ye 
know Him; for He abideth with you, 
and shall be in you. , 


SELECTION 54 
John xv 


I am the true vine, and My Father 
is the husbandman. | 


Every branch in Me that beareth 
not fruit, He taketh it away: and 
every branch that beareth fruit, He 
cleanseth it, that it may bear more 
fruit. 


Already ye are clean because of the 
word which I have spoken unto you. 


Abide in Me, and I in you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, 
except it abide in the vine; so neither 
can ye, except ye abide in Me. 


I am the vine, ye are the branches: 
He that abideth in Me, and I in him, 
the same beareth much fruit: for apart 
from Me ye can do nothing. 


If a man abide not in Me, he is cast 
forth as a branch, and is withered; 
and they gather them, and cast them 
into the fire, and they are burned. 


If ye abide in Me, and My words 
abide in you, ask whatsoever ye will, 
and it shall be done unto you. 


Herein is My Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit; and so shall ye be 
My disciples. 


Even as the Father hath loved Me, 
I also have loved you: abide ye in 
My love. 


If ye keep My commandments, ye 
shall abide in My love; even as I have 
kept My Father’s commandments, 
and abide in His love. 


These things have I spoken unto 
you, that My joy may be in you, and 
that your joy may be made full. 


This is My commandment, that ye 
love one another, even as I have loved 
you. 
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Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends. 


Ye are My friends, if ye do the 
things which I command you. 


No longer do I call you servants; 
for the servant knoweth not what his 
lord doeth: but I have called you 
friends; for all things that I heard 
from My Father I have made known 
unto you. 


Ye did not choose Me, but I chose 
you, and appointed you, that ye should 
go and bear fruit, and that your fruit 
should abide: that whatsoever ye 
shall ask of the Father in My Name, 
‘He may give it you. 


SELECTION 55 


Romans Vv 


Being therefore justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ; 


Through Whom also we have had 
our access by faith into this grace 
wherein we stand; and we rejoice in 
hope of the glory of God. 


And not only so, but we also rejoice 
in our tribulations: knowing that 
tribulation worketh stedfastness; 


And _ stedfastness, approvedness; 
and approvedness, hope: 


And hope putteth not to shame; be- 
cause the love of God hath been shed 
abroad in our hearts through the Holy 
Spirit Which was given unto us. 


For while we were yet weak, in due 
season Christ died for the ungodly. 


For scarcely for a righteous man will 
one die: for peradventure for the good 
man some one would even dare to die. 


But God commendeth His own love 
toward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us. 
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Much more then, being now justified 
by His blood, shall we be saved from 
the wrath of God through Him. 


For if, while we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to God through the 
death of His Son, much more, being 
reconciled, shall we be saved by His 
life ; 


And not only so, but we also rejoice 
in God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
through Whom we have now received 
the reconciliation. 


For as through the one man’s dis- 
obedience the many were made sin- 
ners, even so through the obedience 
of the One shall the many be made 
righteous. 


And the law came in besides, that 
the trespass might abound; but where 
sin abounded, grace did abound more 
exceedingly : 


That, as sin reigned in death, even 
so might grace reign through right- 
eousness unto eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 


SELECTION 56 


Romans v1 


What shall we say then? Shall we 
continue in sin, that grace may abound? 


God forbid. We who died to sin, 
how shall we any longer live therein? 


Or are ye ignorant that all we who 
were baptized into Christ Jesus were 
baptized into His death? 


We were buried therefore with Him 
through baptism into death: that like 
as Christ was raised from the dead 
through the glory of the Father, so we 
also might walk in newness of life. 


For if we have become united with 
Him in the likeness of His death, we 
shall be also in the likeness of His 
resurrection; 
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Knowing this, that our old man was 
crucified with Him, that the body of 
sin might be done away, that so we 
should no longer be in bondage to sin; 


For he that hath died is justified 
from sin. 


But if we died with Christ, we believe 
that we shall also live with Him; 


Knowing that Christ being raised 
from the dead dieth no more; death 
no more hath dominion over Him. 


For the death that He died, He died 
unto sin once: but the life that He 
liveth, He liveth unto God. 


Even so reckon ye also yourselves 
to be dead unto sin, but alive unto 
God in Christ Jesus. 


Let not sin therefore reign in your 
mortal body, that ye should obey the 
lusts thereof: 


Neither present your members unto 
sin as instruments of unrighteousness; 
but present yourselves unto God, as 
alive from the dead, and your members 
as instruments of righteousness unto 


God. 


For sin shall not have dominion over 
you: for ye are not under law, but 
under grace. 


SELECTION 57 


Romans VIII 


There is therefore now no condemna- 
tion to them that are in Christ Jesus. 


For the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus made me free from the 
law of sin and of death. 


For what the law could not do, in 
that it was weak through the flesh, 
God, sending His own Son in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh and for ‘sin, con- 
demned sin in the flesh: 


That the ordinance of the law might 
be fulfilled in us, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. 


For they that are after the flesh mind 
the things of the flesh; but they that 
are after the Spirit the things of the 
Spirit. 

For the mind of the flesh is death; 


but the mind of the Spirit is life and 
peace: 


Because the mind of the flesh is en- 
mity against God; for it is not subject 
to the law of God, neither indeed can 
it be: 


And they that are in the flesh cannot 
please God. 


But ye are not in the flesh but in the 
Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you. But if any man hath 


not the Spirit of Christ, he is none of | 


His. 


And if Christ is in you, the body is 
dead because of sin; but the spirit is 
life because of righteousness. 


But if the Spirit of Him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwelleth in 
you, He that raised up Christ Jesus 
from the dead shall give life also to 
your mortal bodies through His Spirit 
that dwelleth in you. 


So then, brethren, we are debtors, 
not to the flesh, to live after the flesh: 


For if ye live after the flesh, ye must 
die; but if by the Spirit ye put to 
death the deeds of the body, ye shall 
live. 


For as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, these are sons of God. 


For ye received not the spirit of 
bondage again unto fear; but ye re- 
ceived the spirit of adoption, whereby 
we cry, Abba, Father. 
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The Spirit Himself beareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are children 
of God: 


And if children, then heirs; heirs of 
God, and joint-heirs with Christ; if 
so be that we suffer with Him, that 
we may be also glorified with Him. 


SELECTION 58 


Romans VIII 


We know that to them that love 
God all things work together for good, 
even to them that are called according 
to His purpose. 


For whom He foreknew, He also 
foreordained to be conformed to the 
image of His Son, that He might be 
the first-born among many brethren: 


And whom He foreordained, them 
He also called: and whom He called, 
them He also justified: and whom He 
justified, them He also glorified. 


What then shall we say to these 
things? If God is for us, who is 
against us? 


He that spared not His own Son, but 
delivered Him up for us all, how shall 
He not also with Him freely give us 
all things? 


Who shall lay anything to the charge 
of God's elect? It is God that justi- 
fieth ; 


Who is he that condemneth? It is 
Christ Jesus that died, yea rather, 
that was raised from the dead, Who 
is at the right hand of God, Who also 
maketh intercession for us. 


Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? shall tribulation, or anguish, 
or persecution, or famine, or naked- 
ness, or peril, or sword? 


Even as it is written, For Thy sake 
we are killed all the day long; we were 
accounted as sheep for the slaughter. 
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Nay, in all these things we are more 
than conquerors through Him that 
loved us. 


For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor princi- 
palities, nor things present, nor things 
to come, nor powers, 


Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to sepa- 
rate us from the love of God, which is 
in Christ Jesus our Lord. 


SELECTION 59 


Romans XII 


I beseech you therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, to present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accept- 
able to God, which is your spiritual 
service. 


And be not fashioned according to 
this world: but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that ye 
may prove what is the good and ac- 
ceptable and perfect will of God. 


Let love be without hypocrisy. Ab- 
hor that which is evil; cleave to that 
which is good. 


In love of the brethren be tenderly 
affectioned one to another; in honor 
preferring one another; 


In diligence not slothful; fervent in 
Spirit; serving the Lord; 


Rejoicing in hope; patient in tribu- 
lation; continuing stedfastly in prayer; 


Communicating to the necessities 
of the saints; given to hospitality. 


Bless them that persecute you; 
bless, and curse not. 


Rejoice with them that rejoice; weep 
with them that weep. 


Be of the same mind one toward 
another. Set not your mind on high 
things, but condescend to things that 
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are lowly. Be not wise in your own 
conceits. 


Render to no man evil for evil. Take 
thought for things honorable in the 
sight of all men. 


If it be possible, as much as in you 
lieth, be at peace with all men. 


Avenge not yourselves, beloved, but 
give place unto the wrath of God: 
for it is written, Vengeance belongeth 
unto Me; I will recompense, saith the 
Lord. 


But if thine enemy hunger, feed 
him; if he thirst, give him to drink: 
for in so doing thou shalt heap coals 
of fire upon his head. 


Be not overcome of evil, but over- 
come evil with good. 


SELECTION 60 


Romans XIIl 


Let every soul be in subjection to 
the higher powers: for there is no 
power but of God; and the powers 
that be are ordained of God. 


Therefore he that resisteth the 
power, withstandeth the ordinance of 
God: and they that withstand shall 
receive to themselves judgment. 


For rulers are not a terror to the 
good work, but to the evil. And 
wouldest thou have no fear of the 
power? do that which is good, and thou 
shalt have praise from the same: 


For he is a minister of God to thee 
for good. But if thou do that which is 
evil, be afraid; for he beareth not the 
sword in vain: for he is a minister of 
God, an avenger for wrath to him that 
doeth evil. 


- Wherefore ye must needs be in sub- 
jection, not only because of the wrath, 
but also for conscience’ sake. 


For for this cause ye pay tribute 
also; for they are ministers of God’s . 
service, attending continually upon 
this very thing. 


Render to all their dues: tribute to 
whom tribute is due; custom to whom 
custom; fear to whom fear; honor to 
whom honor. 


Owe no man anything, save to love 
one another: for he that loveth his 
neighbor hath fulfilled the law. 


For this, Thou shalt not commit 
adultery, Thou shalt not kill, Thou 
shalt not steal, Thou shalt not covet, 
and if there be any other command- 
ment, it is summed up in this word, 
namely, Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself. 


Love worketh no ill to his neighbor: 
love therefore is the fulfilment of the 
law. 


And this, knowing the season, that 
already it is time for you to awake out 
of sleep: for now is salvation nearer 
to us than when we first believed. 


The night is far spent, and the day 
is at hand: let us therefore cast off 
the works of darkness, and let us put 
on the armor of light. 


Let us walk becomingly, as in the 
day; not in revelling and drunkenness, 
not in chambering and wantonness, 
not in strife and jealousy. 


But put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and make not provision for the flesh, 
to fulfil the lusts thereof. | 


SELECTION 61 


First Corinthians x1 


If I speak with the tongues of men 
and of angels, but have not love, I am 
become sounding brass, or a clanging 
cymbal. 


And if I have the gift of prophecy, 
and know all mysteries and all knowl- 
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edge; and if I have all faith, so as to 
remove mountains, but have not love, 
I am nothing. ) 


And if I bestow all my goods to feed 
the poor, and if I give my body to 
be burned, but have not love, it 
profiteth me nothing. 


Love suffereth long, and is kind; 
love envieth not; love vaunteth not 
itself, is not puffed up, 


Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not its own, is not provoked, 
taketh not account of evil; 


Rejoiceth not in unrighteousness,. 


but rejoiceth with the truth; 


Beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth all 
things. 


Love never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall be done 
away; whether there be tongues, they 
shall cease; whether there be knowl- 
edge, it shall be done away. 


For we know in part, and we 
prophesy in part; 


But when that which is perfect is 
come, that which is in part shall be 
done away. 


When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I felt as a child, I thought as a 
child: now that I am become a man, 
I have put away childish things. 


For now we see in a mirror, darkly; 
but then face to face: now I know in 
part; but then shall I know fully even 
as also I was fully known. 


But now abideth faith, hope, love, 
these three; and the greatest of these 
is love. 

SELECTION 62 
First Corinthians xv 


Now I make known unto you, 
brethren, the gospel which I preached 
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unto you, which also ye received, 
wherein also ye stand, 


By which also ye are saved, if ye 
hold fast the word which I preached 
unto you, except ye believed in vain. 


For I delivered unto you first of all 
that which also I received: that Christ 
died for our sins according to the 
scriptures; 


And that He was buried; and that 
He hath been raised on the third day 
according to the scriptures; 


And that He appeared to Cephas; 
then to the twelve; 


Then He appeared to above five 
hundred brethren at once, of whom 
the greater part remain until now, 
but some are fallen asleep; 


Then He appeared to James; then 
to all the apostles; 


And last of all, as to the child un- 
timely born, He appeared to me also. 


For I am the least of the apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an 
apostle, because I persecuted the 
Church of God. 


But by the grace of God I am what 
I am: and His grace which was be- 
stowed upon me was not found vain; 
but I labored more abundantly than 
they all: yet not I, but the grace of 
God which was with me. 


Whether then it be I or they, so we 
preach, and so ye believed. 


Now if Christ is preached that He 
hath been raised from the dead, how 
Say some among you that there is no 
resurrection of the dead? 


But if there is no resurrection of the 
dead, neither hath Christ been raised: 


And if Christ hath not been raised, 
then is our preaching vain, your faith 
also is vain. 
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Yea, and we are found false wit- 
nesses of God; because we witnessed 
of God that He raised up Christ: Whom 
He raised not up, if so be that the 
dead are not raised. 


For if the dead are not raised, 
neither hath Christ been raised: 


And if Christ hath not been raised, 
your faith is vain; ye are yet in your 
sins. 


Then they also that are fallen asleep 
in Christ have perished. 


If we have only hoped in Christ in 
this life, we are of all men most 
pitiable. 


SELECTION 63 


First Corinthians xv 


Some one will say, How are the 
dead raised? and with what manner 
of body do they come? 


Thou foolish one, that which thou 
thyself sowest is not quickened except 
it die: 


And that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not the body that shall be, but 
a bare grain, it may chance of wheat, 
or of some other kind; 


But God giveth it a body even as it 
pleased Him, and to each seed a body 
of its own. 


All flesh is not the same flesh: but 
there is one flesh of men, and another 
flesh of beasts, and another flesh of 
birds, and another of fishes. 


There are also celestial bodies, and 
bodies terrestrial; but the glory of the 
celestial is one, and the glory of the 
terrestrial is another. 


There is one glory of the sun, and 
another glory of the moon, and an- 


other glory of the stars; for one star 
differeth from another star in glory. 


So also is the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption; it is 
raised in incorruption: 


It is sown in dishonor; it is raised 
in glory: it is sown in weakness; it is 
raised in power: 


It is sown a natural body; it is raised 
a spiritual body. If there is a natural 
body, there is also a spiritual body. 


Now this I say, brethren, that flesh 
and blood cannot inherit the kingdom 
of God; neither doth corruption in- 
herit incorruption. 


Behold, I tell you a mystery: We all 
shall not sleep, but we shall all be 
changed, in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the last trump: 


For the trumpet shall sound, and 
the dead shall be raised incorruptible, 
and we shall be changed. 


For this corruptible must put on 
incorruption, and this mortal must 
put on immortality. 


But when this corruptible shall have 
put on incorruption, and this mortal 
shall have put on immortality, then 
shall come to pass the saying that is 
written, Death is swallowed up in vic- 
tory. 


O death, where is thy victory? O 
death, where is thy sting? 


The sting of death is sin; and the 
power of sin is the law: but thanks be 
to God, Who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Wherefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye stedfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your labor 
is not vain in the Lord. 
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SELECTION 64 


Second Corinthians Iv, v 


Our light affliction, which is for the 
moment, worketh for us more and 
more exceedingly an eternal weight 


of glory; 


While we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things which 
are not seen: 


For the things which are seen are 
temporal; but the things which are 
not seen are eternal. 


For we know that if the earthly 
house of our tabernacle be dissolved, 
we have a building from God, a 
_ house not made with hands, eternal 

in the heavens. | 


For verily in this we groan, longing 
to be clothed upon with our habita- 
tion which is from heaven: 


If so be that being clothed we shall 
not be found naked. 


For indeed we that are in this taber- 
nacle do groan, being burdened; not 
for that we would be unclothed, but 
that we would be clothed upon, that 
what is mortal may be swallowed up 
of life. 


Now He that wrought us for this 
very thing is God, Who gave unto us 
the earnest of the Spirit. 


Being therefore always of good 
courage, and knowing that, whilst we 
are at home in the body, we are absent 
from the Lord 


(For we walk by faith, not by sight) ; 


We are of good courage, I say, and 
are willing rather to be absent from 
the body, and to be at home with the 
Lord. 


Wherefore also we make it our aim, 
whether at home or absent, to be well- 
pleasing unto Him. 


e Readings 


For we must all be made manifest 
before the judgment-seat of Christ: 
that each one may receive the things 
done in the body, according to what 
Beat done, whether it be good or 

ad. 


SELECTION 65 


Galatians v, v1 


The fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, 
peace, long-suffering, kindness, good- 
ness, faithfulness, meekness, self-con- 
trol; against such there is no law. 


And they that are of Christ Jesus 
have crucified the flesh with the pas- 
sions and the lusts thereof. 


If we live by the Spirit, by the 
Spirit let us also walk. Let us not be- 
come vainglorious, provoking one an- 
other, envying one another. 


If a man be overtaken in any tres- 
pass, ye who are spiritual, restore such 
a one in a spirit of gentleness; looking 
to thyself, lest thou also be tempted. 


Bear ye one another’s burdens, and 
so fulfil the law of Christ. 


For if a man thinketh himself to be 
something when he is nothing, he 
deceiveth himself. 


But let each man prove his own 
work, and then shall he have his glory. 
ing in regard of himself alone, and not 
of his neighbor. 


For each man shall bear his own 
burden. 


Let him that is taught in the word 
communicate unto him that teacheth 
in all good things. 


Be not deceived ; God is not mocked: 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap. 


For he that soweth unto his own 
flesh shall of the flesh reap corruption; 
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but he that soweth unto the Spirit 
shall of the Spirit reap eternal life. 


And let us not be weary in well- 
doing: for in due season we shall reap, 
if we faint not. 


As we have opportunity, let us work 
that which is good toward all men, 
and especially toward them that are 
of the household of the faith. 


SELECTION 66 


Ephesians I 


Blessed be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, Who hath 
blessed us with every spiritual blessing 
in the heavenly places in Christ: 


Even as He chose us in Him before 
the foundation of the world, that we 
should be holy and without blemish 
before Him in love: 


Having foreordained us unto adop- 
tion as sons through Jesus Christ unto 
Himself, according to the good pleas- 
ure of His will, 


To the praise of the glory of His 
grace, which He freely bestowed on 
us in the Beloved: 


In Whom we have our redemption 
through His blood, the forgiveness 
of our trespasses, according to the 
riches of His grace, 


Which He made to abound toward 
us in all wisdom and prudence, 


Making known unto us the mystery 
of His will, according to His good 
pleasure which He purposed in Him 


Unto a dispensation of the fulness 
of the times, to sum up all things in 
Christ, the things in the heavens, and 
the things upon the earth; 


In Him, I say, in Whom also we 
were made a heritage, having been 
foreordained according to the purpose

To the end that we should be unto 
the praise of His glory, we who had 
before hoped in Christ: 


In Whom ye also, having heard the 
word of the truth, the gospel of your 
salvation,—in Whom, having also be- 
lieved, ye were sealed with the Holy 
Spirit of promise, 


Which is an earnest of our inheri- 
tance, unto the redemption of God’s 
own possession, unto the praise of 
His glory. 


SELECTION 67 


Ephesians I, III, IV 


God, being rich in mercy, for His 
great love wherewith He loved us, 


Even when we were dead through 
our trespasses, made us alive together 
with Christ, 


And raised us up with Him, and 
made us to sit with Him in the heay- 
enly places, in Christ Jesus: 


That in the ages to come He might 
show the exceeding riches of His 
grace in kindness toward us in Christ 
Jesus: 


For by grace have ye been saved 
through faith; and that not of your- 
selves, it is the gift of God; 


Not of works, that no man should 
glory. 


For we are His workmanship, created 
in Christ Jesus for good works, which 
God afore prepared that we should 
walk in them. 


I therefore, the prisoner in the Lord, 
beseech you to walk worthily of the 
calling wherewith ye were called,

Giving diligence to keep the unity 
of the Spirit in the bond of peace. 


There is one body, and one Spirit, 
even as also ye were called in one 
hope of your calling; 


One Lord, one faith, one baptism, 
one God and Father of all, Who is over 
all, and through all, and in all. 


Now unto Him that is able to do 
exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, according to the 
power that worketh in us, 


Unto Him be the glory in the 
Church and in Christ Jesus unto all 
generations for ever and ever. Amen. 


SELECTION 68 


Ephesians v, vI 


Be ye therefore imitators of God, 
as beloved children; and walk in love, 
even as Christ also loved you. 


Walk as children of light, proving 
what is well-pleasing unto the Lord; 


And have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness, but 
rather even reprove them; 


Look carefully how ye walk, not as 
unwise, but as wise; redeeming the 
time, because the days are evil. 


Wherefore be ye not foolish, but 
understand what the will of the Lord 
is. 


And be not drunken with wine, 
wherein is riot, but be filled with the 
Spirit; : 

Speaking one to another in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, sing- 
ing and making melody with your heart 
to the Lord; 
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Giving thanks always for all things 
in the Name of our Lord Jesus Christ 
to God, even the Father. 


Be strong in the Lord, and in the 
strength of His might. 


Put on the whole armor of God, that 
ye may be able to stand against the 
wiles of the devil. 


For our wrestling is not against 
flesh and blood, but against the princi- 
palities, against the powers, against 
the world-rulers of this darkness, 
against the spiritual hosts of wicked- 
ness in the heavenly places. 


Wherefore take up the whole ar- 
mor of God, that ye may be able to 
withstand in the evil day, and, having 
done all, to stand. 


Stand therefore, having girded your 
loins with truth, and having put on the 
breastplate of righteousness, and hav- 
ing shod your feet with the prepara- 
tion of the gospel of peace; 


Withal taking up the shield of 
faith, wherewith ye shall be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the evil 
one. 


And take the helmet of salvation. 
and the sword of the Spirit, which is 
the word of God: 


With all prayer and supplication 
praying at all seasons in the Spirit, and 
watching thereunto in all persever- 
ance and supplication for all the saints. 


SELECTION 69 
Philippians 1 


If there is therefore any exhortation 
in Christ, if any consolation of love, 
if any fellowship of the Spirit, if any 
tender mercies and compassions, 


Make full my joy, that ye be of the 
same mind, having the same love, 
being of one accord, of one mind; 
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Doing nothing through faction or 
through vainglory, but in lowliness of 
mind each counting other better than 
himself; 


Not looking each of you to his own 
things, but each of you also to the 
things of others. 


Have this mind in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus: 


Who, existing in the form of God, 
counted not the being on an equality 
with God a thing to be grasped, 


But emptied Himself, taking the 
form of a servant, being made in the 
likeness of men; 


And being found in fashion as a 
man, He humbled Himself, becoming 
obedient even unto death, yea, the 
death of the cross. 


Wherefore also God highly exalted 


Him, and gave unto Him the Name 


which is above every name; 


That in the Name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in heaven 
and things on earth and things under 
the earth, 


And that every tongue should con- 
fess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the 
glory of God the Father. 


So then, my beloved, even as ye 
have always obeyed, not as in my 
presence only, but now much more 
in my absence, work out your own 
salvation with fear and trembling; 


For it is God Who worketh in you 
both to will and to work, for His good 
pleasure. 


SELECTION 70 


Colossians 11 


If then ye were raised together with 
Christ, seek the things that are above, 
where Christ is, seated on the right 
hand of God. 


Set your mind on the things that 
are above, not on the things that are 
upon the earth. 


For ye died, and your life is hid 
with Christ in God. 


When Christ, Who is our life, shall 
be manifested, then shall ye also 
with Him be manifested in glory. 


Put to death therefore your mem- 
bers which are upon the earth: fornica- 
tion, uncleanness, passion, evil desire, 
and covetousness, which is idolatry; 


For which things’ sake cometh the 
wrath of God upon the sons of dis- 
obedience: 


Wherein ye also once walked, when 
ye lived in these things; 


But now do ye also put them all 
away: anger, wrath, malice, railing, 
shameful speaking out of your mouth: 


Lie not one to another; seeing that 
ye have put off the old man with his 
doings, 


And have put on the new man, that 
is being renewed unto knowledge 
after the image of Him that created 
him: 

Where there cannot be Greek and 
Jew, circumcision and uncircumcision, 
barbarian, Scythian, bondman, free- 
man; but Christ is all, and in all. 


Put on therefore, as God’s elect, 
holy and beloved, a heart of com- 
passion, kindness, lowliness, meek- 
ness, longsuffering ; 


Forbearing one another, and for- 


giving each other, if any man have a . 


complaint against any; even as the 
Lord forgave you, so also do ye: 


And above all these things put on 
love, which is the bond of perfectness. 


And let the peace of Christ rule in 
your hearts, to the which also ye were 
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called in one body; and be ye thank- 
ful. 


Let the word of Christ dwell in you 
richly; in all wisdom teaching and 
admonishing one another with psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, sing- 
ing with grace in your hearts unto 
God. 


And whatsoever ye do, in word or in 
deed, do all in the Name of the Lord 
Jesus, giving thanks to God the Father 
through Him. 


SELECTION 71 


Hebrews I, 1 


God, having of old time spoken unto 
the fathers in the prophets by divers 
portions and in divers manners, 


Hath at the end of these days 
spoken unto us in His Son, Whom He 
appointed heir of all things, through 
Whom also He made the worlds; 


Who being the effulgence of His 
glory, and the very image of His sub- 
stance, and upholding all things by the 
word of His power, when He had made 
purification of sins, sat down on the 
right hand of the Majesty on high; 


Having become by so much better 
than the angels, as He hath inherited 
a more excellent Name than they. 


For unto which of the angels said He 
at any time, Thou art My Son, This 
day have I begotten Thee? and again, 
I will be to Him a Father, and He 
shall be to Me a Son? 


___ And when He again bringeth in the 

Firstborn into the world He saith, 
And let all the angels of God worship 
Him. 


And of the angels He saith, Who 
maketh His angels winds, and His 
ministers a flame of fire: 
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But of the Son He saith, Thy throne, 
O God, is for ever and ever; and the 
sceptre of uprightness is the sceptre 
of Thy kingdom. 


Thou hast loved righteousness, and 
hated iniquity; therefore God, Thy 
God, hath anointed Thee with the oil 
of gladness above Thy fellows. 


And, Thou, Lord, in the beginning 
didst lay the foundation of the earth, 
and the heavens are the works of Thy 
hands: | 


They shall perish; but Thou con- 
tinuest: and they all shall wax old as 
doth a garment; 


And as a mantle shalt Thouw roll 
them up, as a garment, and they shall 
be changed: but Thou art the same, 
and Thy years shall not fail. 


But of which of the angels hath He 
said at any time, Sit Thou on My 
right hand, till I make Thine enemies 
the footstool of Thy feet? 


Are they not all ministering Spirits, 
sent forth to do service for the sake 
of them that shall inherit salvation? 


Therefore we ought to give the more 
earnest heed to the things that were 
heard, lest haply we drift away from 
them. 


For if the word spoken through 
angels proved stedfast, and every 
transgression and disobedience re- 
ceived a just recompense of reward; 


How shall we escape, if we neglect 
So great a salvation? which having at 
the first been spoken through the Lord, 
was confirmed unto us by them that 
heard. 


SELECTION 72 


Hebrews x1 


Now faith is assurance of things 
hoped for, a conviction of things not 
seen. 


[over] 
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For therein the elders had witness 
borne to them. 


By faith we understand that the 
worlds have been framed by the word 
of God, so that what is seen hath not 
been made out of things which appear. 


By faith Abel offered unto God a 
more excellent sacrifice than Cain, 
through which he had witness borne 
to him that he was righteous, God 
bearing witness in respect of his gifts: 
and through it he being dead yet 
speaketh. 


By faith Enoch was translated that 
he should not see death; and he was 
not found, because God translated him: 
for he hath had witness borne to him 
that before his translation he had been 
well-pleasing unto God: 


And without faith it is impossible to 
be well-pleasing unto Him; for he 
that cometh to God must believe that 
He is, and that He is a rewarder of 
them that seek after Him. 


By faith Noah, being warned of God 
concerning things not seen as yet, 
moved with godly fear, prepared an 
ark to the saving of his house; through 
which he condemned the world, and 
became heir of the righteousness which 
is according to faith. 


By faith Abraham, when he was 
called, obeyed to go out unto a place 
which he was to receive for an inherit- 
ance; and he went out, not knowing 
whither he went. 


By faith he became a sojourner in 
the land of promise, as in a land not 
his own, dwelling in tents, with Isaac 
and Jacob, the heirs with him of the 
same promise: 


For he looked for the city which 
hath the foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God. 


These all died in faith, not having 
received the promises, but having seen 
them and greeted them from afar, and 
having confessed that they were stran- 
gers and pilgrims on the earth. 


For they that say such things make 
it manifest that they are seeking after 
a country of their own. 


And if indeed they had been mind- 
ful of that country from which they 
went out, they would have had oppor- 
tunity to return. 


But now they desire a better coun- 
try, that is, a heavenly: wherefore 
God is not ashamed of them, to be 
called their God; for He hath pre- 
pared for them a city. 


SELECTION 73 


Hebrews XII 


Therefore let us also, seeing we are 
compassed about with so great a cloud 
of witnesses, lay aside every weight, 
and the sin which doth so easily beset 
us, and let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, 


Looking unto Jesus the author and 
perfecter of our faith, Who for the 
joy that was set before Him endured 
the cross, despising shame, and hath 
sat down at the right hand of the 
throne of God. 


For consider Him that hath endured 
such gainsaying of sinners against 
Himself, that ye wax not weary, faint- 
ing in your souls. 


Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, 
striving against sin: 


And ye have forgotten the ex- 
hortation which reasoneth with you 
as with sons, My son, regard not 
lightly the chastening of the Lord, 
nor faint when thou art reproved of 
Him; 
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For whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every son 
whom He receiveth. 


It is for chastening that ye endure; 
God dealeth with you as with sons; 
for what son is there whom his father 
chasteneth not? 


Furthermore, we had the fathers of 
our flesh to chasten us, and we gave 
them reverence: shall we not much 
rather be in subjection unto the Father 
of spirits, and live? 


For they indeed for a few days 
chastened us as seemed good to them; 
but He for our profit, that we may be 
partakers of His holiness. 


All chastening seemeth for the 
present to be not joyous but grievous; 
yet afterward it yieldeth peaceable 
fruit unto them that have been exer- 
cised thereby, even the fruit of right- 
eousness. 


Wherefore lift up the hands that 
hang down, and the palsied knees; 


And make straight paths for your 
feet, that that which is lame be not 
turned out of the way, but rather be 
healed. 


Follow after peace with all men, 
and the sanctification without which 
no man shall see the Lord. 


SELECTION 74 


James I 


Count it all joy, my brethren, when 
ye fall into manifold temptations; 


Knowing that the proving of your 
faith worketh patience. 


And let patience have its perfect 
work, that ye may be perfect and 
entire, lacking in nothing. 


But if any of you lacketh wisdom, 
let him ask of God, Who giveth to all 
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liberally and upbraideth not; and it 
shall be given him. 


But let him ask in faith, nothing 
doubting: for he that doubteth is like 
the surge of the sea driven by the 
wind and tossed. 


For let not that man think that he 
shall receive anything of the Lord; 


A double-minded man, unstable in 
all his ways. 


But let the brother of low degree 
glory in his high estate: 


And the rich, in that he is made low: 
because as the flower of the grass he 
shall pass away. 


For the sun ariseth with the scorch- 
ing wind, and withereth the grass; 
and the flower thereof falleth, and the 
grace of the fashion of it perisheth: so 
also shall the rich man fade away in his 
goings. 


Blessed is the man that endureth 
temptation; for when he hath been 
approved, he shall receive the crown 
of life, which the Lord promised tc 
them that love Him. 


Let no man say when he is tempted, 
I am tempted of God; for God cannot 
be tempted with evil, and He Himself 
tempteth no man: 


But each man is tempted, when he 
is drawn away by his own lust, and 
enticed. 


Then the lust, when it hath con- 
ceived, beareth sin: and the sin, when 
it is fullgrown, bringeth forth death. 


Be not deceived, my beloved breth- 
ren. Every good gift and every perfect 
gift is from above, coming down from 
the Father of lights, with Whom can 
be no variation, neither shadow that 
is cast by turning. 

[over] 
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Of His own will He brought us forth 
by the word of truth, that we should 
be a kind of firstfruits of His creatures. 


SELECTION 75 


James II 


What doth it profit, my brethren, 
if a man say he hath faith, but have 
not works? can that faith save him? 


If a brother or sister be naked and 
in lack of daily food, 


And one of you say unto them, Go 
in peace, be ye warmed and._ filled; and 
yet ye give them not the things need- 
ful to the body; what doth it profit? 


Even so faith, if it have not works, 
is dead in itself. 


Yea, aman will say, Thou hast faith, 
and I have works: show me thy faith 
apart from thy works, and I by my 
works will show thee my faith. 


Thou believest that God is one: thou 
doest well: the demons also believe, 
and shudder. 


But wilt thou know, O vain man, 
that. faith apart from works is barren? 


Was not Abraham our father justi- 
fied by works, in that he offered up 
Isaac his son upon the altar? 


Thou seest that faith wrought with 
his works, and by works was faith 
made perfect; 


And the scripture was fulfilled which 
saith, And Abraham believed God, and 
it was reckoned unto him for righteous- 
ness; and he was called the friend of 
God. 


Ye see that by works a man is justi- - 


fied, and not only by faith. 


And in like manner was not also 
Rahab the harlot justified by works, 
in that she received the messengers, 
and sent them out another way? 


For as the body apart from the 
spirit is dead, even so faith apart 
from works is dead. 


SELECTION 76 


First Peter 1 


Blessed be the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, Who according 
to His great mercy begat us again unto 
a living hope by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead, 


Unto an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away, reserved in heaven for you, 


Who by the power of God are 
guarded through faith unto a salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last time. 


Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though 
now for a little while, if need be, ye 
have been put to grief in manifold 
trials, 


That the proof of your faith, being 
more precious than gold that perisheth 
though it is proved by fire, may be 
found unto praise and glory and honor 
at the revelation of Jesus Christ: 


Whom not having seen ye love; on 
Whom, though now ye see Him not, 
yet believing, ye rejoice greatly with 
joy unspeakable and full of glory: 


Receiving the end of your faith, even 
the salvation of your souls. 


Concerning which salvation the 
prophets sought and searched dili- 
gently, who prophesied of the grace 
that should come unto you: 


Searching what time or what manner 
of time the Spirit of Christ Which was 
in them did point unto, when it testi- 
fied beforehand the sufferings of Christ, 
and the glories that should follow 
them. 
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To whom it was revealed, that not 
unto themselves, but unto you, did 
they minister these things, 


Which now have been announced 
unto you through them that preached 
the gospel unto you by the Holy Spirit 
sent forth from heaven; which things 
angels desire to look into. 


Wherefore girding up the loins of 
your mind, 


Be sober and set your hope perfectly 
on the grace that is to be brought 
unto you at the revelation of Jesus 
Christ; 


As children of obedience, not fash- 
ioning yourselves according to your 
former lusts in the time of your igno- 
rance: 


But like as He Who called you is 
holy, be ye yourselves also holy in all 
manner of living; 


Because it is written, Ye shall be 
holy; for I am holy. 


SELECTION 77 


Second Peter 1 


Grace to you and peace be multiplied 
in the knowledge of God and of Jesus 
our Lord; 


Seeing that His divine power hath 
granted unto us all things that pertain 
unto life and godliness, 


Through the knowledge of Him that 
called us by His own glory and virtue; 


- Whereby He hath granted unto us 
His precious and exceeding great 
promises; 


That through these ye may become 
partakers of the divine nature, having 
escaped from the corruption that is in 
the world by lust. 
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Yea, and for this very cause adding 
on your part all diligence, in your faith 
supply virtue; 


And in your virtue knowledge; and 
in your knowledge self-control; and in . 
your self-control patience; and in your 
patience godliness; 


And in your godliness brotherly 
kindness; and in your brotherly kind- 
ness love. 


For if these things are yours and 
abound, they make you to be not idle 
nor unfruitful unto the knowledge of 
our Lord Jesus Christ.

Who shall fashion anew the body of 
our humiliation, that it may be con- 
formed to the body of His glory, 


According to the working whereby 
He is able even to subject all things 
unto Himself. 


We would not have you ignorant, 
brethren, concerning them that fall 


asleep; that ye sorrow not, even as 
the rest, who have no hope. 


For if we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, even so them also 
that are fallen asleep in Jesus will 
God bring with Him. 


For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that we that are 
alive, that are left unto the coming of 
the Lord, shall in no wise precede them: 
that are fallen asleep. 


For the Lord Himself shall descend 
from heaven, with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first; 


Then we that are alive, that are left, 
shall together with them be caught up 
in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord. 


Wherefore comfort one another with 
these words. 


But concerning the times and the 
Seasons, brethren, ye have no need 
that aught be written unto you. 


For yourselves know perfectly that 
the day of the Lord so cometh as a 
thief in the night. 


When they are saying, Peace and 
safety, then sudden destruction com- 
eth upon them; and they shall in no 
wise escape. 


But ye, brethren, are not in dark- 
ness, that that day should overtake 
you as a thief: 


For ye are all sons of light, and sons 
of the day: we are not of the night, 
nor of darkness; 


So then let us not sleep, as do the 
rest, but let us watch and be sober. 


For they that sleep sleep in the 
night; and they that are drunken are 
drunken in the night. 
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But let us, since we are of the day, 
be sober, putting on the breastplate 
of faith and love; and for a helmet, 
the hope of salvation. 


For God appointed us not unto 
wrath, but unto the obtaining of salva- 
tion through our Lord Jesus Christ,

with Him. 

Wherefore exhort one another, and 
build each other up, even as also ye do.
